Railroad  Service 

l'l;e  Cherkassy  railroad  yards  are  1 kilo- 
meter (km)  south.  The  possibly  associated 
storage  area  is  served  by  n spur  from  the 
Smcln-Zolotonoslia  rail  line.

The  installations  are  served  by  the  Cher- 
kassy -Bclozcrv  highway . 

Ad ministrntivc  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Aren  1)1  contains  3 administration  buildings, 

16  barracks,  and  26  support  buildings. 

Area  D2  contains  3 barracks,  69  probable 
quarters  (probably  officer  and  dependent  hous- 
ing located  in  a wooded  area),  and  1 i support 
buildings. 


The  secured  possibly  associated  storage 
area  covers  135  acres  and  contains  1°  storage 


buildings. 


The  3 installations  (Figures  2 and  3)  were 
covered  by  10  KLYHOI.F.  missions  between  June 
1961  and  August  1964.  Comparative  analysis 
reveals  that  a tracked-vehicle  driver-training 
course  just  west  of  Cherkassy  Arrnv  Barracks 
South  was  abandoned  subsequent  to  February 
1962.  Five  barracks  were  added  to  area  1)1 
between  February  1962  and  June  1963,  and  1 
administration  building  was  added  to  area  D3 
between  August  1963  and  December  1963.  One 
administration  and  3 support  buildings  were 
added  to  area  1)3  between  December  1963  and 
.lime  1964.  Track  activity  indicates  the  instal- 
lations were  active  during  the  period  covered.

Area  F contains  3 possible  ammunition 
bunkers  and  2 support  buildings. 

POL  Storage  Area 

Area  C contains  12  possible  ranks  (20  feet 
in  diameter)  and  a support  building. 
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Equipment  Storage /Maintenance  Area 

Area  ,1  contains  a 1000-  by  SOO-l'oof  motor 
park.,  two  280-  by  60  loot  vehicle  sheds,  one 
240-  by  45 -foot'  vehicle  shed,  one  210-  by  45- 
fool  vehicle  shed,  and  a support  building.

Areas  K1  and  K2  are  athletic  fields.
